There  are  three  requisites  to  be 
considered.  The  water  should  be 
good  in  quality,  abundant  in  quantity 
and  cheap  ih  price.  Two  sources  of 
supply  at  present  seem  open  to  con 
sideration.  The  East  Orange  Water 
Co.,  or  a  new  company  may  buy 
spring  and  erect  new  works,  or  water 
may  be  obtained  from  the  East  Jersey 
Water  Co.  of  the  same  quality  as  is 
to  be  furnished  to  the  city  of  Newark. 

From  the  present  outlook  this  latter 
source  of  supply  will  be  preferable. 

Coming  from  the  mountain  regions 

of  New  Jersey  the  w^ter  will  be  pure 

in  quality,  it  will  also  be  abundant  in 
quantity  and  probably  cheaper  in 
price  than  any  local  works  can  afford 
to  furnish  it 

The  works  of  this  company  will  be 
in  operation  within  say  three  years, 
while  the  contract  with  the  East 
Opange  Water  Co.  has  about  five 
ye^rs  to  run. 

The  present  water,  while  good '‘in 
quality  is  neither  abundant  nor  cheap. 

When  these  latter  requisites  are  se¬ 
cured,  the  extension  of  the  water 
will  be  far  more  rapid  than  at  present 
For  fire  purposes  also,  a  water  pres¬ 
sure  due  to  gravity  is  probably  better 
tlifjn  one  obtained  through  the  action 
cf  automatic  pumps.  Any  action 
which  shall  be  taken  looking  to  the 
securing  of  a  new  water  supply  should 
consider  the  cost  and  advantage  of 
buying  water  from  this  new  company. 

Sewerage. 

Closely  connected  with  the  question 
of  4  water  supply  is  that  of  a  system 
ui  sewerage.

On 
Sunday  the  manifestations  of  dit-order  are 
ipecially  noticeable.  Saloons,  boili  licensed 
and  unlicensed  pursue  their  brain*  as  undis- 
gnisedly.  The  energetic  action  of  the  Mont¬ 
clair  Committee  of  One  Hundred  has  inter¬ 
fered  materially  with  the  sale  of  liquor  on 
Sunday  in  that  town  and  there  Ls  a  steady 
tramp  of  thirsty  souls  to  Bloomfi  1-1,  who 
return  more  or  less  intoxicated,  singly,  in 
couples  and  in  squads,  annoying  the  resi¬ 
dents  along  the  route  and  creating  apprehen¬ 
sion  and  dismay  on  the  part  of  women  and 
children  and  disgust  and  indignat  inu  on  the 
part  of  others,  that  the  law*  should  be  so 
flagrantly  set  at  naught.  Some  day  the 
farce  will  become  a  tragedy  an  1  who 
will  be  to  blame?  It  seems  hard  that 
those  who  are  holding  official  positions 
requiring  them  to  execute  the  lav.s  should 
ignore  their  duties  and  shirk  their  re¬ 
sponsibility,  making  it  necessary  f  r  private 
citizenp  to  assume  positions  in  which  they 
have  no  proper  or  legitimate  support,  and 
to  contribute  money  which  shop  Id  come 
fr<  'in  the  public  treasury,  but  there  e  ms  to 
be  no  remedy  other  than  sudi  as  comes 
through  n  Reform  Committee.  TLc  Y.  M. 
C.  A.  and  the  W.  C.  T.  U.  together  with 
the  Village  improvement  Soei*  ly  might 
properly  assume  the  organization  of  u  proper 
committee  to  grapple  with  this  trm’de  and 
if  a  call  were  issued  by  them  for  a  meeting 
for  its  organization  .  doubtless  something 
might  be  done.  It  is  true  that  thu*  Iris  been 
tried  and  with  no  great  success,  but  the 
MontcLur  Committee  has  dho, work  well  in 
hand  and  has  the  machinery  and  experience 
which  might  render  co-operative  work  more 
successful.

If 
he  were  prepared  to  say,  on  his  high 
scientific  authority,  that  the  narrative 
involves  a  contradiction  of  established 
scientific  truth,  I  could  not  but  defer -to 
such  a  decision,  and  I  might  be  driven 
to  consider  those  possibilities  of  interpo¬ 
lation  in  the  narrative  which  Professor 
Huxley  is  good  enough  to  suggest  to  all 
who  feel  the  improbability  of  the  story 

too  much  for  tliem.  Hut  Prcft^or  Hux¬ 
ley  expressly  says:  "I  admit  I^ave  no  a 
priori  objection  to  offer.  *  *  *  For 

anything  I  can  absolutely  pnxve  to  the 
contrary,  there  may  be  spiritual  things 
capable  of  tlie  same  transmigration, with 
like  effects.  *  *  #  So  I  declare,  as 
plainly  as  I  con.  that  I  am  unable  to 
show  cause  why  these  transferrable  dev¬ 
ils  should  not  exist. “  Very  well,  then, 
as  the  highest  science  of  the  day  is  una¬ 
ble  to  show  cause  against  the  possibility 
of  the  narrative,  and  as  I  regard  the

Information  for  Tennis  Plsjers. 

Shoes  for  tennis  are  l>oth  of  epnvaa  and 
leather,  tan  color  usually,  though  it  is 
not  uncommon  to  see  them  of  checked 
cheviot.  The  bottoms  are  nearly  flat  and 
have  partial  rubber  ribbed  solos. 

Handkerchiefs  for  tennis  ate  of  col¬ 
ored  silk  or  colored  muslin,  though  there 
ire  large  muslin  handkerchiefs  with 
fancy  borders  in  colors  to  Witch  the 
leading  patterns  in  tennis  suitings. 
Handkerchiefs  for  such  use  require  to 
be  large  and  useful  rather  than  dainty 
and  small. 

There  is  such  a  variety  in  tennis  cloths, 
both  in  pattern  and  price,  that, every  one 
Ought  to  be  able  to  suit  herself.  There 
are  flannels  in  solid  colors,  stripes  and 
checks,  at  80  to  50  cents  per  yard;  mo¬ 
hair  at  50  cents  (six  yards  makes  a  plain 
costume),  surah  at  63  to  75  cents  and 
Scotch  striped  outing  flannels  at  80  cents 
(a  yard  wide).  There  is  also  a  iprettv  cot¬ 
ton  goods,  striped  Canton  flannel,  at  12 
cents  (a  yard  wide).

No  such  institution  as  our  English 
workhouse  exists  in  France,  the  only 
shelter  offered  those  unfortunate  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  human  family  who  find 
themselves  houseless  and  penniless  being 
the*  night  asylums,  which,  though  ad¬ 
mirable  institutions  in  their  way.  are 
kept  up  by  private  charity;  and  can  re¬ 
ceive  but  a  very  limited  number  of  the 
applicants  who  crowd  round  the  doors 
both  winter  and  summer.  That  the 
absence  of  workhouses  in  France  does 
not.  however,  imply  much  greater  pros¬ 
perity  or  thrift  than  in  England  is 
proved  by  a  statement  recently  made  in 
the  chaiul>er  of  deputies  b.v  lGe  member 
for  Indre-et  Loire,  who  informed  the 
minister  of  the  interior  that  in  one  com¬ 
mune  of  his  department  reckoning  6,000 
Inhabitants,  no  fewer  than  1,400  vagrant* 
had  been  known  to  present  themselves 
for  alms  in  a  single  day.  This  instance 
was  adduced  as  an  example  irf  the  great 
increase  in  the  number  of  vagalionde, 
due,  presumably,  as  M.  Constant*  ob¬ 
served.  to  the  hard  times  experienced 
by  many  of  the  working  classes  during 
the  past  few  years.  It  may  b^  added 
that  to  put  down  vagabondage  in  France 
la  not  easy,  offenders  of  this  class  only 
being  liable  to  prosecution  in  the  event 
of  their  having  neither  domicile,  nor 
prof«>seion.  nor  recognized  trade — three 
conditions  that  are  rarely  met  with  to¬ 
gether.— London  Standard.
